to come thus to him, wee muſt needs know and obſerve what 
hee hath appointed to bee done in his worſhip, 
6, Now to — and obſerve this in the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper , wee muſt conſider Obriſts Practiſe in the Inſtitution 
therof, ſofarre as it is imitable: and his intention ãn comman- 
ding us to imitate him therin. | Ne - | 
7. The neceſſitie of confidering Chriſts Practiſe and intention 
in this matter, doth ariſe from the Apoſtles commandemẽt, who 
doth heerin very diſtinctly referre us untoChriſt himſelf , for a 
warrant of that which is to bee done; Say ing, that in this mat- 
ter, hee delivered that which bee received of the Lord, 1 Cor. 11.23. 
and that wee ought fe follow tim þ fan as bee is « followeraf thy 
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9. Chriſts Practiſę then in the inſtitution of his Supper to bee 
imitated was this: | | 
I. Firſt hee tooke bread , and by giving ſpeciall thankes 
over it, hee ſeparated it from the common to a Holy uſe: Then 
hee brake it, and gave it to his diſciples, and commanded them 
to ear therdt⸗ 2 
IT. Secondly, bee tooke the Cup which in like manner 
by a ſpeciall bleſſing , bee ſeparated from the common to a Holy 
ule , and then gave it to his diſciples commanding them all to 
dt inck of it. ne itte f | 
III. This bread and Cup the Lord did diſtribute being 
at Table with his diſciples, aud ſpeaking with them of his death 
and of the fruits-therof,. Math, 26. 20, 26. Mark. 14. 18, 22. 
20. Next to Chriſts Practiſe the Apoſtolicall Practiſe is conſi - 
derable, which in the Primitive Church: did: imitate the Lord 
heerin : namely that all the members of the Church were toge- 
ther at the Lords table,where they did eat of the bread & drinck 
of the Cup (both beeing bleſſed). as they uſed to doe at their 
meales,with a table geſture, x Cor. 11.33. 1 Cor. 10. 16, 17, 21.

11. Chriſts intention in this inſtitution of his Supper, doth ap- 
Er by his words, and ſome of lis Actions, to have 
eene this. 

I. : Firſbthat hee: did: purpoſe to give unto his diſciples a 
ſeale of his covenant, and a repreſentation of his death, and of 
the benefits berof echibitud in the new / covenant to the worthy: 
receiver. This is evident by the words of conſecration which 
hae uſeth in delivering ths Elemens,which words are a promiſe 
of che vertue of his body & blood exhibited unto his diſciples, © 
II. Secondly, that hee would have his diſciples to ĩmitate

III. Thirdly, that hee, 
not only to bee mind full of tilbhis-comming, bur alſo: 


of his comming it ſelf, and therin of their Happit eſtate with 
Him in his Fathers Kingdome and at bis table in ic 
appeateth by the words of promiſe, which the Euan 
Chriſtannexed to the conſecration of the Cup; namely that hee 
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would vor drin lc of the fruit of the vine from thattyme forewardzun; 
till chan dee when hee ſhould drinks it new with ben. bis Fathers 
NKingdeme, Matth. 26, 29. Mark, 14, 25. Sothen hee did make 
that Cup and bread wherin his body. and blood was offered 
unto them here on earth, a pledge of the food of glory which 
they were to receive in heaven at the feaſt ofthe Lambs weds 
ding . 1 4320 

AN. v. Fourthly and laſtly, it ſeemeth alſo that Chriſts inten- 
tion at this his laſt Supper was, to let his Diſciples know and to 
give them an Aſſurance of the Eſteeme which he hadde of them; 

namely that hee counted them no more ſervants, but his freinds 

and familiars; Ioh. x5. 15, and to expreſſe this fully and clearly 
to them, kee doth not only ſette them with bimſelf at table; but 
bee riſeth from table, and girdeth himſelf to ſer ve his loving 
gueſts at his table, Joh. 5. 4. till 27. Wherby hee not only doth 
teach them an example of hamilitie one to another, but more» 


over through them hee maketh good to all his Faithfull ſer vants 


that promiſe which ſhall be fulfilled in his King dome, as bee ex- 
preſſeth it in Luke 22, 3 * Bleſſed are the ſeruants whom the Lord 
when bee commeth ſhall find watching ( and conſequently faithful 
ro him in their charges) verily I ſaye unto yow that hee ſhall gird 
bimſelf and make them ſitte downe to meat, and will come forth and 
ſerve them. This then Chriſt having done at his laſt Supper to 
his Diſciples; and promiſed to doe to all that ſhould bee watch- 


full, may bee conceived to have beefie ſome part of his intention 


in the ſealing of his covenant to all beleeyers. See alſo for this
